On a leafy back road in rural Eastford one can find a jewel of a nursery. People who love plants 
are a special breed as octogenarian Stan Megos, owner of Variegated Foliage Nursery, makes clear. 
From his childhood days in southeastern Connecticut, to his current status as the proprietor of 
“one of ten best specialty nurseries in New England” Stan is lively, knowledgeable and eager to 
share his love for colorful plants with the seasoned gardener or the amateur, who wants to branch 
out by adding something different to the home landscape. 


s a teen-ager, Megos taught himself how to

He has planted them liberally in his display 
gardens to show them off to the unintiated. 

Megos offers 10 kinds of Asian Jack-in-the-Pulpits, 
30 pulmonerias, 25 heucheras, over 25 kinds of grasses, 
yuccas and bamboo, 12 kinds of variegated dogwoods, 
15 kinds of variegated maples and beach and hundreds 
of other plants, including forsythia and wisteria to 
brighten any garden. 

Plant enthusiasts drive for miles to visit the nursery, 
which has become a tourist destination for people 
from the Greater Hartford area and beyond. After 
touring the nursery and making their purchases, Megos 
directs them to other attractions in the area, including 
restaurants and shops. 

“lve had people tell me I am obsessed with plants,” 
said the self-taught Megos with a smile as he surveyed 
the unique spot he has created on a side hill in Eastford.

Around Northeast 
Connecticut, you are never at a 
loss for places to train. We have 
countless gyms to get in your 
winter miles, and as soon as the 
snow melts, you can hit the roads. 
I’ve learned so many scenic bike 
loops from the QVVelo folks. 
Once the weather gets better, a 
group bikes every Sunday from 
the Stop and Shop in Putnam. 
We've pedaled local loops that 
conquer the hills in North 
Woodstock as well as multi-state 
routes that traverse Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

Finding running routes is 
even easier. If you like to run on 
the road, your training is as close 
as the end of your driveway. If 
trail running is more your speed, 
you ve got options in every town 
in NE CT. Some of my favorite 
places are the Audubon trails in 
Pomfret, Thompson Dam, and Old 
Furnace State Park in Killingly. 

Swimming training is probably the most difficult 
in our area, but there are still multiple options. For lap 
swimming, there are masters programs, adult lessons, 
and open swimming at the YMCA in Southbridge, 
Mansfield Community Center, and the high school 
pool in Cumberland, RI. The pools at Killingly 
Community Center and Koinonia in Thompson have 
lap swimming as well. When the weather cooperates, 
though, you can hit the open water at Bigelow Hollow, 
Quaddick State Park, or any of the many lakes and 
ponds dotting our landscape. Especially early in the 
season, you'll have the swimming hole to yoursellf...so 
bring a buddy. Even experienced swimmers can run 
into trouble. Besides, a training partner is invaluable 
for inspiration, motivation, and to push you just a little 
further than you’d go on your own.

I find that the easiest way to make my plan for the 


: year is to first register for arace. If you are brand new to 
: triathlon, I suggest a “sprint” race. That word may sound 
: intimidating, but really, it just refers to the distances that 


you'll race. There are four major 
categories of triathlons: Sprint, 
Olympic, Half Iron Distance (or 
“70.3”) and the full Iron Distance 
race. (The term “Ironman” is 
actually a registered trademark 
of the Ford Corporation who 
hosts the World Championships 
in Hawaii along with many other 
races that qualify you for the 
championships.) While the Iron 
Distances are a daunting 2.4 
mile swim, 112 mile bike and 
26.2 mile run, the sprint race is 
a much more palatable .5 mile 
swim, 12 mile bike, and 3.1 mile 
run. 
We are lucky enough to have 

a great sprint course right over 
our state border in Webster, MA. 
This is the site of the incredibly 
popular women-only Danskin 
Triathlon that raises money 

for the Breast Cancer Research 

Foundation. But men, don’t 


: dispair! The same course is used for a co-ed race just a 

: little earlier in the season. | raced this course as my first 

: foray back into the sport after my 10-year hiatus. It was a 
: great re-introduction. With just 400 or so participants, as 
: opposed to the 2000+ Danskin race, it was just my speed. 
: Each one has pros and cons. Because the Danskin is so 

: popular with newbies, it is a really safe and comfortable 

? way for women who are nervous about finishing the 

: distance. On the other hand, if you consider yourself in 

: the running for a podium finish, it is hard to do at that 

: large of a race, simply due to the congestion. 


Whatever your speed and level, there is a race out 


: there for you. If the Webster races don’t appeal to you, 
check out great race organizers such as FIRM and Time 
Out Productions for resources and race listings nearby 
: (see websites below). If traveling is more your style, 
your racing possiblities are endless. Just start Googling 
: triathlons in the areas you'd like to vacation—make this 
: year’s getaway an active one.

Once you've registered, you'll have the information 


: you need to start training. You'll know when your race 
: is and the distances you'll be racing. This will allow you 


to make a plan that takes you from your current fitness 


: level to race-day readiness safely. Creating a training 
: program is a very individual process. There is no one- 


size-fits-all. If you have the time and energy to research 


: your own plan, you can find piles of books to help you 


through this process, whatever your level. Another 
option is to find a triathlon coach. If you have little 
or no sports background, a coach could assess your 


: present fitness and introduce you slowly to the skills 
: you'll need. For me, having a history of high school and 


college sports had given me enough of the concepts of 
safe and effective training to make it through my first 
few races. Now, though, I would look to a coach to take 


: me to the next level of competition and to address my 


specific weaknesses and technique issues. 
In the past three years, my addiction to the sport

: myself gazing out the window, just willing the snow 


to melt so that I can get back out on my bike. My

The Real Deal 
Rules of Negotiation 


The most critical - and often the most frustrating - part 
of the home buying and selling process is the negotiation 
process, during which time the specific terms and 
conditions of the transaction are hammered out. 

Negotiation may take a few hours, a few days, or even 
- especially lately, as the market has become more difficult 
- several weeks or longer. Negotiation may be predictable, 
calm and smooth, ending up with terms and conditions that 
represent a middle ground between the initial positions 
of buyer and seller. Or it may be drawn out, laborious and 
contentious, with one party standing firm throughout and the 
other party making all the concessions. 

When it comes to putting real estate deals together, there 
really are no rules of negotiation. Except that when the other 
side offers something, you have three choices. You can accept. 
You can reject. Or you can counter. 


Although there are no rules of negotiation, there are 
guidelines that may make the process more manageable - 
and hopefully less stressful. 


1. Don’t have preconceived expectations about how the 
negotiation should go. If it goes smoothly, consider it a bonus. 
2. Don't take things personally. Attempting to strike a real 
estate deal is just business. Thus it is important to react in a 
businesslike manner to counter-offers from the other side. 

3. Try not to judge. You have no idea where the other side 
is coming from. A “difficult” seller may be facing financial, 
medical or personal issues that color his/her behavior. An 
“unrealistic” buyer may be represented by an inexperienced 
agent or misinformed about market conditions. Maybe the 
agent on the other side is counseling his or her clients properly, 
but they won't listen. Maybe one spouse is reasonable, but the 
other is a hothead. You probably can’t change any of this. But 
you don’t have to buy into it, either. 

4. Know when you have the advantage, and when you don't. 
Different negotiation strategies are appropriate depending on 
the situation. 

5. Do your best, then walk away. Sometimes this will get 
the other side’s attention and bring about progress in the 
negotiation. Other times, it’s best to move on to another 
property. 

6. Understand that timing is everything! A seller may reject 
your offer today but accept the same one - or even a lesser 
one - 60 days from now. If you’re still in the market at that 
time, your patience may be rewarded! 

7. Remember that proper etiquette will always be to your 
advantage. No matter what happens, it’s important to be 
straightforward, polite and respectful in your dealings with the 
other side.
